The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a system and its method for sensing ambient light, among other features, 
comprising a first and a second sensors for providing a first and a second ambient light 
levels; and a processor for determining a relative intensity change in the measured 
ambient light levels for each sensor and ambient light stability in response to the change 
in order to generate filtered first and second ambient light levels. The prior art also fails 
to teach a computer-readable medium containing a program having instructions for 
executing: computing a first and a second relative intensity changes for a first and a 
second ambient light levels from a first and a second sensors; determining an ambient 
stability probability from the relative intensity changes; adjusting the first and second 
ambient light levels in response to the ambient stability probability to generate a first 
and a second filtered ambient light levels. The prior art also fails to teach a system for 
sensing ambient light, among other features, comprising first and second means for 
generating a first and a second ambient light signals; and a processing for generating 
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first and second filtered ambient light signals in response to the probability that at least 
one of the sensor has experienced a localized ambient light level change.
